Nero,  whoso  un- 
natural despotism  has  beep  realis- 
tically protrayed  by  Sierikiowicy 
in  “Quo  Vadis,”  was  blessed  with 
a mother  who,  when  told  of  the 
plots  of  her  son  against  her,  ex- 
claimed, “Lot  me  perish,  | but  let 
Nero  reign.”  Shakespeare  has 
immortalizod  with  all  the  jjoMnoss 
of  his  dramatic  imagery  the 
strange  sorcery  which  Cleopatra, 
the  Serpent  of  the  Nile,  j wielded 
over  Anthony  and  Ca-sar.i  “Shall 
I say  to  Ciesar  what  thotj  require 
of  him?  For  ho  partly  b^gs  to  bo 
desired  to  give.  It  much  would 
please  him.  That  of  his  [fortunes 
you  should  mako  a staff  to  lean 
upon;  but  it  would  wkrm  his 
spirits,  to  hear  from  me  you  had 
left  Anthony-  and  put  yourself 
under  his  shroud.

Much  of  the  heroism  and  devo- 
tion  of  the  early  Christian  Fathers 
was  transmitted  to  them  by  self" 
sacrificing  mothors  and  loyhl  wives.

Four  hurfdrod  years  ago,  amid 
solemn  prayers  from  shore  and 
sea,  a frail,  yet  sturdy  bark,  haul- 
ed up  its  anchorage  in  the  ports  of 
princely  power  and  launched  on 
untried  billows,  set  sail  in  qnest  of 
freedom.  There  was  no  pilot  at 
the  wheel  ; the  stars  whioh  guided 
it  were  the  undimmed  constella- 
tions 6f  civil  and  religions  liberty. 
There  was  no  captain  in  the  state 
room ; its  deek  was  the  altar  ot 
the  living  God.  Thus  four  gener- 
ations have  barely  passed  away 
since  this  unhailed  and  unwelcom- 
ed May  flower  was  our  only  Ship 
of  State,  and  the  frozen  and  neg- 
lected Reck  of  Plymouth,  the 
measure  of  our  greatness  and  the 
harbor  of  our  safety.  There  is  a 
beautiful  legend  in  this  connection 
that  the  first  foot  to  press  this 
snow  olad  Rook  of  Plymouth  was 
that  of  Mary  Chilton,  and  that  the 
last  snrvivor  of  these  heroic  pio- 
neers, was  Mary  Allerton,  who 
lived  to  set  the  planting  of  twelve 
out  ot  the  thirteen  colonies  that 
formed  these  United  States.

We  betook  ourselves  tf>  work, 
and  havo  had  great  cause  to  thank

that  is  usual  at  Associations.  Vet 
the  paper  was  launched  and  has 
mot  with  unusual  favor.  Crjbod 
words  and  a fair  degree  of  support 
come  to  our  office  regularly. 

, All  in  all,  we  have  had  a good 
year,  and  much  for  which  to  be 
thankful. 

Now  as  we  go  up  to  the  Conven- 
tion let  ue  go  praying  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  may  manifest  his  great  pow- 
er in  our  meetings.  That  wo  ihay 
not  only  havo  a harmonious  ses- 
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money  came  in  sufficient  amount 
to  meet  their  want*,  and  somehow, 
these  things  have  continued  until 
now.

The  Commercial  extols  Gladstone, 
Bismarck,  and  tho  Pope,  as  the 
first  men  of  this  generation, 

We  beard  Bishop  Candler,  of  the 
Methodist  church,  say  in  a publio 
address  thia  week,  that  a more  dia- 
bolical statesman  than  Bismarck 
had  not  lived  in  this  age. 

Gladstone  was  violently  opposed 
to  “the  infallibility  dogma,"  and 
all  he  wrote  against  it  would  make 
a largo  volume.  He  was  a great 
man  and  was  evidently  right  on 
thia  subject.

Bishop  Purcell  says  of  these  bad 
popes,  “E  should  not  be  surprised 
it  these  bad  popes  were  at  this 
moment  expiating  their  crimes  in 
the  penal  fires  of  boll.” 

If  such  high  Catholio  authority 
did  not  accept  the  “infallibility 
dogma,”  ought  a Baptist  to  be 
thought  a sinner  above  all  others 
for  opposing  it?
